Claims 15-26 are allowable in light of the applicant's amendment. The closest prior art in 
the record are Lisby et al, (APMIS, 102, 690-694, 1994), Schatzl et al, (J. Med. Virology, 42, 
138-145, 1994), Sorenson et al, (US Patent No. 6,020,124, filed on June 7, 1995), Padhye et al, 
(US Patent No. 5,808,041, filed on June 7, 1995), Bogdahn et al, (US Patent No.5,770,366, filed 
on January 19, 1996). These prior art did not teach to analyze a urine sample for nucleic acids 
from the cell genome of a transplanted material that are different from nucleic acids of the 
recipient and have crossed the kidney barrier wherein the transplanted material is located outside 
of the urinary tract. These prior art either alone or in combination with the other art in the record 
does not teach or reasonably suggest a method of monitoring transplanted material in a patient 
which comprises all of the limitations recited in claim 15.
